Measure Calls for Mayor 
to Name 9 to Com- 
mission Designed to 
Curb Juvenile Delin- 
quency. 


A bill providing for the city’s 
participation in a metropolitan 
youth commission was approved 
by an aldermanic committee to- 
day, and the aldermen, by 
resolution, urged speedy con- 
struction of a new children’s 
building. 


The bill approved by the al- 
dermanic committee on parks, 
recreation and juvenile delin- 
quency would authorize the 
Mayor to appoint nine city resi- 
dents to serve on the youth 
commission, with the same num- 
ber of St. Louis county repre- 
sentatives. 

As proposed under the bill, 
the commission would make 
surveys and studies into the 
causes of juvenile delinquenc; 
and would attempt to correlate 
and co-ordinate activities of 
agencies and individuals seek- 
ing to cure delinquency. 

One Change in Bill, 

The committee made one 
amendment in the bill as origi- 
nally introduced by Louis 
Aboussie, Ninth ward alderman. 
It would make the chairman of 
the aldermanic committee an 
ex-officio member of the youth 
commission, without voting 
power. 

St. Louis county has passed 
an ordinance providing for the 
county’s participation in the 
commission, expenses for which 
would be shared equally by the 
county and St. Louis 


The alderman adopted a 
resolution urging the bond 


issue supervisory committee to 
seck amendment of a: pending 
bill so that bond issue funds 
could be used to acquire a site 
for the new children’s building 
and to begin construction this 
year. 
Terms of Bill. 

The pending bill would au- 
thorize sale of $12,100,000 
bonds from an issue authorized 
by voters last year, but none 
of the money specified would | 
be for the children’s building

He pointed out that the city 
spends $300,000 a year for its 
recreation program, operates 39 
playgrounds, employs 130 rec- 
reation leaders, maintains 90 
softball and 47 baseball dia- 
monds and gives free swimming, 
golf and tennis lessons. 

Every St. Louisan lives with- 

in one half mile of a play- 
ground if the 70 playgrounds 
operated by the School Board 
are included, the Mayor said. 
. The city plans to spend $11,- 
000.000 in bond issue funds 
soon on parks and playgrounds, 
he observed.

An 18-acre tract facing Forest

Tentative plans call for a 
Post-Dispatch office building of 
two or three stories on Oakland. 
Also fronting on Oakland would 
be offices, studios, and other 
facilities of Post-Dispatch sta- 
tions KSD-TV and KSD. 


The landscaped grounds 
would include in their southern 


area printing plants and news- | 


print storage and dispatching 
buildings of one or two stories. 
There would be ample parking 
space for visitors and employes. 

The tract is part of a large 


area in which clay mining was | 


carried on years ago, but tests 
have established that no diffi- 
culty would be encountered in 
assuring adequate foundations 
for high speed presses which 
must be maintained on absolute 
level 

Downtown Office Probable. 

Upon completion of a new 
plant, operations would be trans- 
ferred from the building at 
1111 Olive street and the ad- 
joining mechanical annex and 
from the rotogravure plant at 
4340 Duncan avenue. An office 
probably would be maintained 
downtown for the convenience 
of advertisers and others.

The facility will improve re- 
ception of the station's signal 
throughout the St. Louis area 
and up to distances of 70 to 80 
miles. It will be in an area 
designated by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration for tall 
towers. An aircraft warning 
beacon will be on top of the

roof of the Post-Dispatch me- 
chanical annex in downtown St. 
| Louis, is expected to be delayed 
several months because of a 
current shortage of structural 
steel.

| Site Warned Not to 
Drink Water.

BRISBANE, Australia, June 
22 (UP)—Radioactive rain was 
reported falling today in the 
mining center of Kuridala, 1650 
miles east of the Montebello 
islands where Britain exploded 
an atomic bomb last Tuesday. 

The report followed an an- 
nouncement Wednesday that an 
atomic cloud from the explosion 
in the islands off the western 
Australian coast had _ drifted 
eastward over the mainland. 


Residents of the Kuridala 
area were warned not to drink 
any of the rainwater. A Queens- 
land University atomic scien- 
tist said it appeared that the 
experts who exploded the nu- 
clear test device Tuesday had 
failed to get correct weather 
reports. 

Government officials and 
physicists had emphasized that 
the atomic cloud posed no dan- 
ger to human life. 

Today, Queensland prospec- 
tor Jack Tunney said he de- 
tected the “hot” rain and re- 
corded radioactive counts up t% 
2000 a minute. 

Queensland University phys- 
ics professor H. Webster com- 
mented: “If any of our labora- 
tories developed radioactivity as 
high as that, we would be quite 
concerned.”

Hagerty said Nixon will make 
the trip in response to a per- 
sonal invitation from Philippine 
President Ramon Magsaysay.

Principals Would Mists: 
Power When Neces- 
. sary to Protect Pupils 
— Residents Could

A bill that would provide for 
the closing of streets adjacent 
to elementary schools to through 
traffic at certain periods of 
the day was passed today by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

It empowers the St. Louis 
traffic commissioner to author- 
ize school principals to close 
the streets temporarily “during 
hours when such closing is rea- 
sonable and necessary to pro- 
tect life and limb of school 
children.” 

The bill, which applies to 
public, private and _ parochial 
schools, provides, however, that 
residents of closed-off streets 
and persons with business in 
the areas shall be permitted to 
enter and leave. 

Anti-Bias Move Fails. 

Alderman DeWitte T. Lawson 
made an unsuccessful effort to 
force out of the legislation com- 
mittee two bills which would | 
bar discriminatory practices in 
restaurants and other places of 
public accommodation. 

A motion by Lawson to bring 
the bills before the committee 
of the whole was defeated, 15 
to 10, after Alderman Anton 
Niemeyer, committee chairman, 
said his committee wanted to 
retain custody of the bills. 

Niemeyer later told reporters 
his committee would meéet 
prior to next Friday’s board 
meeting and he hoped to get 
some action then, either for or 
against the bills, which were 
referred to the committee about 
two months ago. 

Civil Service Inquiry. 

Donald Gunn, aldermanic 
president, announced he was 
naming Wayman F. Smith Jr.. 
Eighteenth ward alderman, as 
chairman of a committee which 
is to investigate the effective- 
ness of the city’s civil service 
System.

HE AMERICAN PRESIDENCY, like most other national 
institutions, is in a race with the pace of American history. 
So swift is that pace and so vast the growth of the Amer- 


ican republic and its responsibilities, that all national institutions 
~—and the habits of the men who run them—inevitably lag behind. 


This is true regardless of the 


party in power, not only of the 


Presidency, but of the Congress 
with its multiplicity of over- 
lapping committees and its cult 


of seniority. 
It is true, not only of the ma- 


chinery for electing Presidents, | 
but of the methods of selecting | 


powerful asSistants to the Pres- 
ident. 


in Washington is especially dif- | 


ficult, for change depends most 
of the time on the men who 
benefitted by the political 
habits and machinery of the 
past. 

In this series of articles, of 
which this is the last, an effort 
has been made to draw a dis- 
tinction between the President 
and the Presidency, and to re- 
port on some of the men and 
institutions that carry on the 
burden of the office during the 
President's illness. 


All of these men are con- 
scious of the need of change, 
and while they do not change 
as fast as events, it does not | 
follow that progress has not 
been made. 

Cabinet Meetings. 


Yesterday, for example, was | 


Cabinet meeting day in Wasb- | 
ington (it is usually on Fridays), 
and the only resemblance it 
bore to Cabinet meetings of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's time 
was that it was held in the 
White House Cabinet room. 
The Cabinet under F.D.R. was 
a story-telling bee, informal, 
unprepared and_ unrecorded. 
When, after the war, officials 


and historians wanted to know | 


what happened in these Cabi- 
net meetings, they had to go 
to the late Henry L. Stimson’s 
personal diaries, for no official 
record was kept, no agenda was 
prepared, no catalogue ef de- 
cisions was preserved, The only 
consolation for the historians 
was that it probably didn’t mat- 
ter, for the Cabinet was not the 


place where the main business | 


was conducted. 


Yesterday, the Cabinet ar- 


rived at the White House, each | 


with his black Cabinet diary. 
The secretary to the Cabinet, 
Maxwell M. Rabb of Boston, 
had prepared an agenda. For 
each item on the agenda, there 
was a background memorandum. 

When Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon, pinch-hitting for 
the President, called the meet- 
ing to order, the Cabinet mem- 
bers did not have to be told 
the background of the problem 
(this took up most of the time 
in the Roosevelt meetings), 
the problems had been defined 
and the papers circulated to 
the members by the Cabinet 
secretariat earlier. 

Record Kept. 

Furthermore, a record of the 
meeting was kept by Rabb, and 
as soon as the meeting ended 
representatives of all the Cab- 
inet members met at the White 
House and took down whatever 
decisions were reached so they 
could follow up on the action 
promised. 

The Cabinet does not have 
the power of decision, as the 
British do under the system of 
cabinet responsibility. Nor does 
it deal with national security 
matters, which are dealt with 
in the National Security Coun- 
cil, the most powerful agency 


of the Government under the | 


President, and the most im- 
portant arm of the President. 
This came into being under 
President Truman on the basis 
of the experience of the war. It 
was the result of many years 
of anguish over the burdens of 
the White House, and was fi- 
nally given statutory authority 
in the National Security Act of 
1947, as amended in 1949. 
This act did four things: (1) 
Established the Department of 
Defense (instead of separate de- 
partments of Army, Navy and 
Air Force); (2) created the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency for the 


collection and appraisal, at one | 


central point, of world intelli- 
gence relating to national se- 
curity; (3) set up the National 
Security Resources Board (now 
the Office of Defense Mobiliza- 
tion): and (4) established the | 
National Security Council. 
Duties of Council. 
The purpose of the NSC was | 


to advise the President on the 


integration of domestic, foreign 
and military policies relating 
to national security; to “assess 
and appraise- the objectives, 
commitments, and risks of the 
United States “in relation to our 
actual and potential military 
power,” to consider policies on 
matters of common interest to 
the departments and agencies 
of the Government, “and to 
make recommendations to the 


President in connection there- | 


with.” 


This was intended to keep | 


the separate departments deal- 
ing with security matters from 
running off in all directions.

Increasing Mail Cost 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

_ The long campaign to soften the 
public for the blow from Congress 
which will increase first-class postal 
rates has begun and is well under- 
way. We will not see any action on 
this measure in an election year 
but wait until next year! We poor 
tired taxpayers must begin our fight 
now to keep the 3-cent first-class 
and 6cent airmail rate. 


I consider myself an ordinary 
postal patron, receiving no more or 
less mail than most of my neigh- 
bors, yet at least half of the mail I 
receive each week is carried for only 
1% cents! In most cases it has come 
500 to 1000 miles, has been sorted 
and handled many times and usually 
ends up in the waste basket without 
being opened. Is it any wonder our 
postal system operates in the red? 

Firms doing a heavy amount of 
advertising by mail consider a 1 
per cent response profitable, so they 
willingly send out tons of mail each 
ros usually by the pound, for one- 

alf of the first-class rate, fully cog- 
nizant that most of it will be dis- 
carded. 

It is considered by big business 
one of the cheapest forms of adver- 
tising, yet the cost of handling this 
mail is nearly as great as first-class 
because it still must be sorted nu- 
merous times, carried by trains and 
trucks and men and stuffed into the 
addressee's mail box even when 
there is nothing else for that per- 
son. 

Today my mailbox contained one 
first-class letter and three ‘“cheap- 
jes."’ What did yours have in it” 

I would urge every citizen who 
desires to keep the present first-class 
postal rates to write his Senator or 
Congressman urging congressional 
action which will eliminate the use 
of the postal service as a low-cost 
advertising medium at the expense 
of the public. 

Let every one who uses our great 
postal service pay his fair share! 
Perhaps if everyone would collect 
all the mail bearing less than first- 
class postage next month and send 
it all to the Postmaster General, we 
would get some speedy action.

Turning Point at M.U. 

To the Editor of the Post-Diapatch: 

For the past several months, I! 
have been reading about President 
Elmer Ellis’s plans to initiate a 
large building program at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, and to attempt 
to double the enrollment in the next 
few years. 

The building program is certainly 
needed, but the expansion of the 
enrollment could have some bad 
consequences. The most important 
defect of a larger university would 
be that its students and teachers 
would have even less opportunity 
than they do now to know each 
other personally. 

Classes may likely become too 
large to permit anything but lecture 
courses (strictly one-way communi- 
cation) to be taught in any but the 
smallest departments. All will be 
cut off from the free give and take 
of ideas which in a real university 
increases everyone's fund of knowl- 
edge and the wit and accuracy of 
his critical judgment. 

By insisting on creating an enroll- 
ment of from 15,000 to 17,000, Presi- 
dent Ellis is passing up an opportu- 
nity to build a fine university. His 
building program will be just about 
adequate to meet the needs of the 
number of students now at Missouri 
University. To take care of a more 
than doubled enrollment. there 
would have to be another fantastic- 
ally costly construction program. 

Limiting the student body to its 
present size would make for a more 
selective student body than the uni- 
versity has now; enlarging it would 
probably force a lowering of scholas- 
tic standards. If the legislature 
would agree to give money for some- 
thing besides buildings, it might pro- 
vide for a larger faculty, thereby in- 
creasing the ratio of teachers to stu- 
dents. By increasing salaries, it 
might keep top young men from mi- 
grating to better paying schools. 

I don't think the emphasis on 
quantity instead of quality is entire- 
ly Mr. Ellis’s brainchild. The legis- 
lature probably wants to provide fa- 
cilities for the increasing number of 
people who want to get college de- 
grees, whether the degrees mean 
much or not. 

One solution might be the 
strengthening of the state colleges. 
They could made somewhat 
larger and still remain small enough 
to keep their students from becom- 
ing digits instead of persons.

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In pursuit of a commendable determination to 
stamp out the illicit traffic in heroin,. both 
House and Senate have passed bills containing 
some disturbingly extreme measures. 

Senator Daniel of Texas and his Subcommit- 
tee on Improvements in the Federal Criminal 
Code were shocked by what they found on a 
nation-wide tour. They learned that the illicit 
drug traffic in this country has tripled since the 
Second World War and that there are now 
more drug addicts in the United States than in 
any other Western country. 

Eighty per cent of the addicts are on heroin, 
much of which is peddled to juveniles, the sub- 
committee was told. With illicit drugs to satisfy 
the habit costing $10 to $100 a day, addicts are 
under terrific pressure to turn to crime as the 
only means of financial support for their vice. 

Drug addicts are responsible for a large ma- 
jority of burglaries and thefts, and have been 
associated with safe-cracking, armed robbery, 
and murder. 

The driving purpose of the bill sponsored by 
Senator Daniel therefore is to root out heroin 
utterly. Since narcotics offenses are hard to 
prove, the victim as well as the peddler being 
anxious to avoid detection, authority would be 
given to make arrests without search warrants. 
Since the existing penalties have not stopped 
the traffic, they would be approximately dou- 
bled, and the death penalty or life imprisonment 
would be provided for sales to juveniles and for 
third offenders, with no recourse to probation 
or suspended sentences. 

The House bill, by Representative Boggs of 
Louisiana, makes similar provisions but stops 
short of the death penalty. The two conflicting 
versions now go to conference committee. 

Waiver of search warrants would violate per- 
sonal liberties and add new evils to a field too 
evil already. The extreme penalties could be ex- 
pected to have the usual disadvantages. Juries 
convinced of guilt but unconvinced that it war- 
ranted so heavy a punishment might bring in a 
verdict of not guilty as the lesser of two evils. 
Criminals might become increasingly desperate. 

The price of illicit drugs, and particularly 
heroin, would be likely to go up with the rising 
risk, placing still more pressure behind addicts 
to commit still more crime. Reclamation of 
human beings would be subordinated to punish- 
ment for punishment’s sake by the rejection of 
the useful tools of parole and probation, which 
are not measures of mercy but of therapy. 

The bill has been bettered by removal, in the 
Senate, of a provision sanctioning wire-tapping, 
intended to get at the higher-ups, who carry on 
much of their business by telephone. 

The conference committee will do well to 
consider a'l the potential dangers when it takes 
up the House and Senate bills for reconciliation. 
There will be widespread support of any meas- 
ure which will stamp out or reduce the illicit 
drug traffic. here is no question of the fine 
intentions and justifiable indignation of the 
sponsors of the legislation now being considered 
in Congress. The only questions relate to its 


effectiveness, and its likelihood of producing 
new evils. Those questions are grave indeed

Paging the Prophets 

M.D.s who have been peering into the future 
right and left the past few days have now been 
joined by a handwriting expert. That they 
would eventually be joined by prognosticators 
from other fields could have been foretold 
by even the most untalented of oracles, sibylis 
and haruspexes. This much was evident from 
what is known as Durante’s Law, which postu- 
lates that everyone will wish to get into the act. 

Harry O. Teltscher finds President Eisen- 
hower's handwriting has become “pasty,” as 
reported by Doris Fleeson. We find it a cryptic 
word, which some lexicographer who has had 
a sort of hankering to get into politics all along 
can now step forward and define. 

Meanwhile, it looks as though everyone but 
soothsayers were doing all the soothsaying. 
Whatever has become of the palmists? The 
phrenologists? The crystal-gazers? The finger- 
ers of ouija boards? The readers of cards and 
tea-leaves? Are they so deeply absorbed in the 
mysteries of the future that they do not see 
that time's a-wasting? 
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Cyprus: Freedom Instead of Fighting? 

The British government, according to London 
reports, is about to change its Cyprus tactics and 
offer the islanders self-government. If so, this 
may be not merely a result of difficulties en- 
countered in putting down the rebellion, but 
also an effect of rising criticism in the British 
press. 

The importance of Cypris as a base or at 
least a staging area for the defense of Middle 
Eastern oil is generally acknowledged, but critics 
ask whether this is best maintained by an en- 
forced sovereignty or by the policy followed by 
the United States in establishing bases abroad. 
The Eden ministry also has been reminded of 
how successful Mendes-France was in winning 
settlements in Tunisia and Morocco, settlements 
now threatened by his successor’s inability to 
solve the Algerian problem. 


Mendes-France lost no time in promising free- 
dom to the two North African protectorates. 


That checked violence and gave him time for , 


private talks with native leaders on how to put 
his promise into effect. London apparently is 
ready to try a similar pattern. A pledge of inde- 
pendence is to be followed by talks with exiled 
Bishop Makarios and other Greek Cypriots. 
After that, there are to be elections. Aside from 
the bitterness already engendered, a weakness 
seems to be the idea that Cyprus should be 
turned over to the Cypriots only after 10 years. 
Are they willing to wait that long? 


More hopeful signs are willingness in Ankara, 
solicitous for the Turkish minority on Cyprus, 
to co-operate, and the fact that those demanding 
union with Greece never have said anything 
against a British base on the island. After the 
enlightened way in which Britain granted inde- 
pendence to India, London surely will not per- 
sist in the attitude that the only policy for 
Cyprus is one of bloodshed. If the Greek Cypri- 
ots will recognize the seriousness of the British 
interest, it should not be too late for a solution 
by consent.

What Kind of Propaganda? 

The New York Times points out that the Gov- 
ernment is spending more than $100,000,000 a 
year for “propaganda of dubious effectiveness 
put out by the United. States Information 
Agency,” but has requested only $20,000,000— 
a reduction from last year—for educational 
exchanges. 

The Times then goes on to note that the Sym- 
phony of the Air has a record behind it “as one 
of the best American propaganda agencies ever 
sent to the Far East.” Yet its proposed tour of 
the Middle East was recently canceled, reported- 
ly for fear that somebody in the orchestra might 
once have had subversive connections. If 


&@ symphony orchestra’s tour can produce ef- 
fective “propaganda,” while a $100,000,000 in- 
formation program has doubtfyl results, perhaps 
it follows that the best approach is the kind 
that does not try to convert. | 
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Defense Questions for Senators 

The Senate debate on the national defense 
bill, which in its present form totals nearly 
$35,000,000,000, deserves to be as searching and 
thorough as is possible. The news thus far fea- 
tures the big question as being whether or not 
the Senate will uphold its Appropriations Com- 
mittee. The committee, in a 13-to-12 vote, added 
$1,160,000,000 to President Eisenhower's request 
for more planes and the men and bases to 
handle them. 

As the committee’s vote was not along party 
lines there is every indication of a real fight on 
the floor. Materialization of the fight should have 
a,salutary effect. The evidence supports the 
view that the Administration has been too 
budget-minded on defense. Secretary of Defense 
Wilson has been painting a rosy defense picture 
and his latest touch is to call Senate efforts to 
increase Air Force funds “phony.” That has 
the ring of pique. 

A brief recapitulation over the last few months 
includes the resignation of Trevor Gardner as 
Assistant Secretary of the Air Force for re- 
search and development because his hands were 
tied; the smoking out of the fact that our inter- 
continental jet bombers were far behind sched- 
ule as well as behind Soviet Russia in numbers; 
the general confusion and delay in the missiles 
program; the restrictions put on research in 
several fields. 

The Senate has all this evidence well in hand. 
But the question of just how the extra $1,160,- 
000,000 voted by the committee for the Air 
Force should be spent is a formidable one. 

Should $800,000,000 of that amount go for 
the new B-52s or would there be enough of the 
big bombers if Secretary Wilson's scheduled 
production program were achieved? Is $300, 
000,000 for new bases for the bombers and for 
research and development enough? Where do 
the guided missiles and the intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles fit into this picture? 

How long in this age of speedy technological 
progress will the B-52s withstand the threat of 
obsolescence? How strongly is the nation to be 
committed to a policy of massive retaliation 
with nuclear weapons and where do the “brush- 
war” and ordinary methods of combating it 
fit in? 

The nation will be watching and listening to 
see what light the Senate will throw on such 
momentous questions as these. 
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Note for a Warm Day 

Summer has finally arrived for the St. Louis 
police force after years of delay. Setting a prece- 
dent, Acting Chief of Police Joseph E. Casey 
says officers may remove their neckties and 
open their shirt collars in warm weather. They

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Presidential Posies 

One of the most gracious aspects of Washing- 
ton life these days is the kindly way in which 
officials who have become liabilities are eased 
out. Take Robert B. McLeaish, for example. He 
resigned as Farmers Home Administrator amid 
charges of gross inebriation and participating in 
gay parties with emphasis on kissing. Yet Mr. 
McLeaish can display a letter from the Presi- 
dent commending him on his “valuable 
assistance.” 

This is in a well-established pattern. After 
Harold E. Talbott got his post as Secretary of 
the Air Force mixed up with the private con- 
cerns of his business and resigned while the 
shot and shell were falling, he received a letter 
from the White House. It contained such presi- 
dential encomiums as “tireless energy,” “leader- 
ship,” “diligence” and “fine accomplishments.” 

Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby resigned as Secre- 
tary of the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare close on the heels of her fiasco in the 
handling of the Salk vaccine. President Eisen- 
hower told her: “Oveta, this is a sad day” and 
then praised her “calm competence in the face 
of every kind of difficulty.” : 

Another who had to pack his bags was Ed- 
mund F. Mansure. He came in with the new 
broom as General Services Administrator. His 
many difficulties included the Nicaro nickel in- 
surance deal. The President thanked him for 
“savings” and “improvements” and wished him 
“success in your future undertaking.” 

Peter A. Strobel resigned as Commissioner of 
Public Buildings after a House committee 
pointed out a conflict between his official post 
and his interest in a firm of consulting engi- 
neers. His letter of thanks came from Mr. Man- 
sure rather than the President but it was couched 
in typical White House compliments including 
“your fine attitude,” “considerations ‘of loyalty” 
and “high professional competence.” 

There is much to commend this fraternal 
spirit and the era of good feeling which it ex- 
presses. And that only makes it the more 
pointed that no one around the White House 
or in the Cabinet has found time to say so much 
as one good word for Senator Wiley of Wiscon- 
sin. He deserves and really could use a presi- 
dential posy.

° Biscuit Blackmail? Never! 

A dog is a fine animal to have about the 
home. It gives joyous welcome on return of the 
master, barks at persons it believes not properly 
cleared for security and occasionally bites some 
miscreant bent on real mischief. But sometimes 
a dog becomes overly zealous in performance of 
its duties, or finds the weather too nasty or 
maybe has had its feelings—or hide—injured by 
some other dog.

Indian Claims and Broken Promises 


Ten years ago’ Congress created commission to pass on all un: 
settled claims; in 1955 court ruled Government has to pay for 
expropriating tribal lands; Justice Department which lost test 
wants law revised; two-thirds of cases on file would be lost.

Most Americans know that in past 
years the Federal Government has vio- 
lated a series of solemn agreements 
with our Indian fellow citizens. Few 
realize, however, that the Indians to 
day face a broken promise as outrage- 
ous as any in the nation’s history. 


Until 1946 every Indian tribe was 
barred by law from seeking redress in 
the courts for wrongs done by the 
United States. As a measure of justice 
and humanity Congress then established 
a special commission to hear and 
finally determine 
all unseitled Indian 
claims. Acting in 
reliance upon that 
pledge of fair treat- 
ment, thre tribes 
have vigorously 
prosecuted their 
claims for 10 years, 
including, in some 
cases, the expendi- 
ture of thousands 
of dollars of their 
own funds for re- 
search and legal 
expenses 

In 1955 the Otoe Oliv 
and Missouria tribe 
won a significant victory when the 
Court of Claims, affirming a commis- 
sion holding, ruled that the Indians 
were entitled to compensation under 
the law for the taking by the Govern- 
ment of lands which they formerly pos- 
sessed under so-called “original Indian 
title’; that is, ownership, rather than 
upon “recognition” by the United 
States. The Supreme Court subsequent- 
ly refused to review that decision. 

The Department of Justice, which 
lost the Otoe and Missouria case .on 
the merits, now is asking Congress to 
reverse the courts through legislation. 
Specifically, the department urges that 
the Indian Claims Commission Act be 
changed to eliminate original Indian 


title claims from its coverage. Any 
such amendment, if adopted, automati- 
cally would defeat more than two-thirds 
of the claims on file without even the 
formality of a trial. 

The chief arguments of the depart- 
ment in support of its position are not 
based upon justice or morality, but 
rather are based on the contention that 
Congress in 1946 did not intend to com- 
pensate Indians for the loss of lands 
held by original Indian title, and upon 
the supposed high cost to the Govern- 
ment of righting past wrongs. 

The argument as to congressional in- 
tent originally was presented in great 
detail to the Court of Claims, and was 
flatly rejected by that court in a unani- 
mous, carefully reasoned opinion. The 
argument as to the alleged excessive 
cost—purportedly five billion dollars— 
utilizes not facts but estimates that are 
deeply exaggerated. Actual experience 


‘In prior Indian claims litigation indi- 


cates that these figures on possible 
judgments are more than 25 times the 
amounts which reasonably can be ex- 
pected. 

In seeking by false representations to 
scare Congress into revoking a reme- 
dial statute 10 years after it was passed, 
the actions of the Department of Jus- 
tice are reprehensible on their face. 
At least equally disgraceful is the pre- 
mise that their de¥ in court should be 
withheld from an impoverished and de- 
serving people because of the supposed 
high cost of doing business. 

Indians throughout the country took 
on new hope when the Indian Claims 
Commission was established. Through 
recoveries for old injuries, the tribes 
intended to finance the future social 
and economic rehabilitation of their 
members. To destroy these hopes by 
changing the law at a time when the 
claims are on the verge of final settle- 
ment would be a sorry breach of faith 
from which the Indians might not re- 
cover for generations. 


Milwaukee Ponders St. Louis’s Example 
From The Milwaukee Journal 


As Milwaukee struggles along with 
its infant urban renewal program it 
might be well to have a glance at St. 
Louis and see why the program there 
is so far ahead of ours. 

Near the heart of the City of St. 
Louis have been some of the nastiest 
slums in the country. For some years 
slum areas have been cleared—much of 
the land going into public housing. 

Backing the program has been some- 
thing Milwaukee has lacked—enthusi- 
astic, organized support of business and 
industrial leaders. 

St. Louis has just completed clearing 
a substandard and slum section known 
as the Plaza area in its downtown. A 
bid has been made by the Urban De- 
velopment Corp. to redevelop the land. 
The corporation is a group of business 
and civic leaders who have put up 
$2.330,000 to fight slums. 

These men know how important it 
is to revive and rebuild the city’s core, 
and to hold people in it. 

To that end the corporation has come 
forward with a bid for the cleared 
land—and a plan for redeveloping it. 

On the cleared land of the Plaza 


area the organization of business and 
civic leaders wants to erect five 15- 
story apartment buildings for middle- 
income tenants. 


There would be 300 efficiency. 637 
one-bedroom and 150 two-bedroom 
units plus off-street parking for 544 
automobiles and a shopping and busi- 
ness area. 


Apartment rooms would be larger 
than normal—in order, says the cor- 
poration, to give added inducement for 
middle-income persons to stay in the 
central city. 


There will be extras, such as air- 
conditioning, in some apartments. 


The project is estimated at $17,000,- 
000 


The purpose of this participation by 
civic and business leaders? To help 
revive the downtown, to share in end- 
ing blight and slums and to give en- 
couragement to the entire urban re- 
newal program. 

It's a civic, not a money-making, pur- 
pose. It is the kind of public spirited 
program Milwaukee hasn't even 
dreamed of.

Between Book Ends 


Critical Choices 
EISENHOWER'S SIX GREAT DECISIONS. By Walter 

Bedell Smith, New York. (Longmans Green & Co., 

237 pgs. $3.95.9 

The six decisions referred to here, 
it should be noted, all relate to General 
Eisenhower’s command of the invasion 
of Europe, which began on June 6, 
1944, and ended victoriously 11 months 
later. As a civilian Mr. Eisenhower 
has made certain other weighty de- 
cisions since that time, but they fall 
outside the scope of this book. 

The author was Eisenhower’s chief- 
of-staff for the invasion operations, and 
was thus in a key position to observe 
the turning points 
in that campaign. 
The material in 
this book was first 
set down 10 years 
ago, just after the 
German surrender, 
but it has now 
been expanded and 
reorganized. The 
fact that it was 
based on staff 
papers, rounded 
out by statements 
from enemy com- 
manders, attests to 
its authority. 

Five of the six 
decisions selected by General Smith 
were military; the other had to do with 
the weather. This last, of course, was 
the selection of the date for launching 
of the Normandy offensive. As the 
author tells it, after all the evidence 
bad been put before him by his experts, 
Eisenhower sat silent for five full min- 
utes before looking up and saying 
briskly: “Well, we'll go.” 

The other momentous decisions were 
to’ encircle and destroy the German 
forces in Normandy; to cut down the 
desperate German counteroffensive in 
the Ardennes; to destroy the German 
forces west of the Rhine, although one 
top British commander at first dis- 
agreed—and later conceded his error; 
to encircle and grab the Ruhr, and so 
cripple Germany's war potential: and 
finally to pursue the fleeing German 
remnants so as to eliminate the last 
vestiges of their power to make war. 

_ Commenting now on these opera- 
tions, General Smith still thinks highly 
of them, as indeed history is sure to 
do, too. The Allied forces achieved al! 
their aims without suffering a single 
major defeat in that campaign. The 
question has since been asked as to 
why Eisenhower did not strike through 
to Berlin instead of leaving it to the 
Russians to occupy. To this the author 
replies that the seizing of Berlin would 
not have been justified on a purely 
military basis, and the military situa- 
tion was all that concerned Eisenhower. 

A sidelight to this discussion is Gen- 
eral Smith's revelation that Winston 
Churchill pressed the Allied forces to 
maintain as large and as a foot- 
hold as possible in the Soviet Zone. He 
was the only major Allied leader who 
forsaw the Russian attitude and 
grasped the importance of dealing with 
them from a position of strength. Too 
bad he was alone in that respect.

Exempts Non-Profit Groups 
From Regulation Under 
Holding Company Act. 


WASHINGTON, June 22 (AP) 
—The Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee yesterday approved a bill 
to exempt from regulation un- 
der the Utility Holding Com- 
pany Act non-profit organiza- 
tions conducting research into 
generation of electric power by 
atomic energy. 

The bill is an amended ver- 
sion of a proposal by Senator 
Charles E. Potter (Rep.), Michi- 
gan. It would apply to organ- 
izations operating atomic re- 
actors under non-commercial 
licenses from the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. 

In reporting the measure 
favorably the committee sug- 
gested that it be referred to 
the Senate-House Joint Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy, which 
thus probably will pass on it 
before it is considered by the 
Senate itself 

To qualify for exemption from 
holding company regulations. 
co-operative companies could 
not own or operate transmission 
facilities, except a transmission 
Station and related facilities 
adjacent to its generating plant 

The exemption would end 30 


days after the AEC issues an 
| order that a plant is no longer 
being used primarily for re- 
|Search and development. 

Favored by the AEC, the 
measure was opposed in sub- 
committee hearings by the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion. However, the subcommit- 
tee said it poses “no danger or 
threat to the basic purpose of 
the -holding company act.”

Kefauver, a candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomi- | 
nation, addressed the Iowa Corn- 
belt Farm Family field day at 
which Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson also was a 
speaker 

Kefauver said in prepared re- 
marks: “Reliable calculations | 
indicate that as much as $1,800,- | 
000,000 additional farm income | 
this year could result from 
proper administration of the) 
farm bill. Farmers will not get 
this aid if the delaying, bungling | 
policies of the Administration | 
continue. They could get it with 
strong administration, prompt 
announcement of the programs 
and energetic effort to facili 
tate farmer participation 

The Agriculture Department 
now is moving to put into effect | 
on a limited scale this vear the 
soil bank program authorized 
in the new farm bill which be 
came law May 28. Many farm- | 
ers had completed: their plant- 
ing plans before the ‘measure 
became effective 

Benson said: ‘We have meas- 
ured our farm policies on the 
basis of what is good for the 
farmer and the nation—not on 
the political applause meter 

He said Administration poli 
cies have brought rising farm 
prices, expanding markets and 
reduced surpluses “with empha- 
sis upon freedom for farmers 
rather than upon regimentation 
and controls.”

days are asphalt shingles. This 
means that there are an awful 
lot of asphalt roofs kicking 


about and sooner or later one 
may cause some trouble. 


One problem you may run 
across is that during a heavy 
rain storm where there is a 
strong wind, the wind blows 
the shingles up, allowing water 
to get under them and leak 
through the roof. This condition 
can be prevented if a heavy 
grade shingle is used or if a 
shingle with a locking tab is 
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and then press the shingle 
down into the cement. The 
cement will hold the shingle 
so it can't be blown up by 
the wind. If you live in a windy 
area or if your roof does not 
have a very steep pitch, when 
you reroof be sure to use shin- 
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gles of a heavy grade so they 
won't be blown about. 

Now and then an asphalt 
shingle will come loose and 
this is usually due to improper 
nailing. What you can do is to 
slip the shingle back into place 
and then, lifting the tab of the 
shingle above it out of the 
way, nail the loose shingle back 
into place. It’s important to try 
whenever possible to set the 
nails so that the heads will be 
covered by the upper shingle. 
To play safe, apply a little 
roofing cement over the head 
of each nail. 

You may find the roof will | 
leak where the shingles join 
the metal flashing around chim- 
neys, etc. What you can do here 
is to lift up the shingles and 
coat the metal which the shin- | 
gles cover with roofing cement.

Not So Much a Whodunit as a 
Whosgonnadoit 


OT since Sherlock Holmes have the sleuths of London’s 
Nesmous Scotland Yard taken such a trimming as they 
do at the hands of a blind playwright turned amateur 
detective in “TWENTY-THREE PACES TO BAKER 
STREET,” at the ST. LOUIS THEATER. 
Van Johnson, the American playwright, 
overhears snatches of a guarded conversa- 
tion in a London pub which indicates to 
him that a crime involving a nursemaid 
and someone named Mary is being planned 
for 10 days from then. He records his 
recollection of the conversation verbatim 
on his dictating machine and calls in the police, but they 
politely humor him and shrug it off. The conversation 
might have had many normal explanations, and besides, 
where would they start to investigate it? He couldn’t see 
the plotters, could only remember their voices, and it looks 
hopeless in a city of 9,000,000 persons. But Van plugs 
away at it, With the assistance of his former fiance, Vera 
Miles, and his secretary, Cecil Parker. The nursemaid is 
murdered when he gets too hot on the trail and he himself 
is almost diaholically done in before the police shake off 
their complacent aloofness and get to work to find out 
what the crime is and halt it. 

This is a novel approach to a mystery film, and has 
been put together with a lot of suspense by screenwriter 
Nigel Balchin and Director Henry Hathaway. It is of more 
than ordinary interest, for one thing, because the hero 
seems so helpless in the face of his blindness and the 
baffling vagueness of his information. The climax, in 
which the playwright sets himself up alone in the dark 
ef his apartment as the bait for the unknown murderer 
who is stalking him to eliminate him as a witness, is a 
hair-raiser. There is some dry comedy from Parker, one of 
the better English actors, and the London atmosphere is 
excellently recorded in CinemaScope. 


T he New Films 
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African Doubleheader 

The perils of Africa from the modern Mau-Mau ter- 
rorists of Kenya back to the Fuzzy-Wuzzies conquered 
by Kitchener at Khartoum are exployed in two Cinema- 
scope-Technicolor pictures at LOEW’S STATE THEATER. 

Although it is featured second, the 
better of the two is “STORM OVER THE 
NILE.” It is a remake of “Four Feathers,” 
the romantic novel of retribution and 
heroism in the Sudan by A. E. W. Mason. 
It has an excellent screenplay by R. C. 
Sherriff, a competent cast, and some 
spectacular battle scenes directed by 
Terence Young and producer Zoltan Korda in which 
masses of camel-mounted Sudanese tribesmen attaek the 
British square. The story of how young Lt. Faversham, 
scion of a great military family, thinks he is a coward and 
resigns his commission on the eve of his regiment's de- 
parture for Egypt, how three fellow officers send him in- 
sulting white feathers and how he redeems himself by 
disguising himself as a mute Arab and saving all three of 
his insulters from death iis a tall one, terribly British in its 
stiff-upper-lip, honor-of-the-regiment attitude, but an en- 
grossing one. Anthony Steel plays Lt. Faversham and Law- 
rence Harvey is Capt. Jack Durrance, who is blinded on 
patrol and saved by Faversham when his company is 
slaughtered by the Fuzzy-Wuzzies. 

The other film is “SAFARI,” with Victor Mature and 
Janet Leigh. It has been generally well established by the 
movies that the wives of rich men who go on hunting safaris 
always fall in love with the rugged, hard-bitten white 
hunter. This is not about to violate that tradition, except 
in this case Miss Leigh is the fiance, not the wife, of the 
wealthy man (Roland Culver). We depart a little from the 
influence of Hemingway's “The Short Happy Life of Francis 
Macomber,” in that Culver’s Sir Vincent Brampton is no 
coward, but is pig-headed, and so set on going into the 
brush to get that wounded lion (getting the wounded lion 
in the brush is always a must situation in African hunting 
pictures) that he's willing to shoot the white hunter to do it. 
There is a mass attack by Mau-Maus to top it off, with the 
heroic Victor mowing them down by the hundreds with his 
submachine gun, and with the Kenya police arriving in the 
nick of time. Just like the Apaches and the United States 
Cavalry.

“TOY TIGER,” at the FOX is a comedy designed to ex- 
ploit the talents of Tim Hovey, the little boy who scored 
such a hit in “The Private War of Major Benson.”

Irwin Allen, who produced the excellent “The Sea 
Around Us,” comes up with another Technicolor documen- 
tary, “THE ANIMAL WORLD,” opening tonight at the 
PAGEANT, which has some interesting sequences, but which 
as a story of the development of animal 
life from the beginning of time has gaping 
holes and leaves much to be desired. He 
neatly sidesteps the whole element of evo- 
lution; the heart of the matter, so what he 
has is a fragmentary collection of shots.

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Juvenile Delinquency in Los Angeles 


Violence Still Erupts, but Incidents Are Decreasing Under Program Launched by Sheriff's Office 


. The problem of juvenile de- 
linquency, of growing concern 
in St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty, is not a local but a nation- 
wide problem. In St. Louis 
county this week, the Circuit 
Court grand jury called teen- 
age witnesses in the log-bomb- 
ing of a Missouri state trooper 
by youthful drag racers, and 
yesterday the St. Louis Circuit 
Court began an investigation of 
juvenile delinquency. The fol- 
lowing article describes the sit- 
uation in Los Angeles, where 
numerous teen-age gangs are 
an added complication, and tells 
of the efforts to control delin- 
quency and channel the activi- 
ties of teen-agers into more 
wholesome activities.

LOS ANGELES, June 22 

N little more than two years 
| Los Angeles county has won 

praise throughout the country 
for its pioneering program to 
control juvenile delinquency in 
an area seething with some 125 
tough teen-age gangs and up- 
wards of 5000 gang members. 

Violence still erupts with dis- 
couraging regularity, Gang lead- 
ers and their followers, known 
here as “rat-packs,” are violent- 
tempered and unpredictable. 

But the significant develop- 
ment in this hotbed of teen-age 
unrest — vastly complicated by 
the large numbers of second 
generation Mexican-Americans 
—is that crimes and incidents 
involving juveniles actually are 
declining in relation to the 
steady rise in total population. 

A series of highly-publicized 
juvenile crimes: occurring in a 
six-week period touched off the 
civic indignation that spurred 
the prevention and control pro- 
gram here. In one incident 
four drunken youths picked a 
fight with two Marines in down- 
town Los Angeles; when a busi- 
ness man intervened, he was 
manhandled and died of a 
stroke. 

Shortly thereafter, in a traf- 
fic argument, four young toughs 
forced a Korean war amputee 
to the curb, robbed and beat 
him severely. A day or two later 
four other “rat-packers” beat, 
kicked and stabbed to death a 
17-year-old boy. 

Gang memberships vary from 
15 or 20 to 150 to 200. Mostly 
they take their names from 
their locations: The White 
Fence, Lil Valley, Big Temple, 
Bunker Hill, Clanton Street, 
Lower Alpine, Rose Hill and 
Evergreen gangs are typical. 

In this booming, complex 
melting pot of the nation, there 
are 300,000 Mexican-Americans, 
and it is among these youths 
that the gangs are rampant. 
Many of them have rejected 
their old-fashioned, non-English 
speaking parents, but in turn 
they feel rejected by non- 
Mexicans; their isolation leads 
them to form a society of their 
own, @ gang society of jungle 
warfare where they can at least 
feel a sense of belonging and a 
measure of protection. They 
must act tough to be respected 
in their own society, and their 
sick egos are easily ruffled. 
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HEY have created a mode 
T of dress, a hairstyle and a 

slang language of their own, 
a language that has affected the 
special police officers who 
must cope with them. Talking 
about one gang incident an of- 
ficer told reporters: 

“A Dogtown donkey hits a 
dance*in Alpine country. Over 
a chick he gets in a beef with 
an Alpiner and slices him. The 
Alpines gang him, cut him up, 
and dump him after giving him 
the boot. So we get rumbles on 
the beef and twist the Alpines, 
but nobody will cop out.” 

Interpreted, this means: “A 
member of the Dogtown gang 
goes té a dance in the neighbor- 
hood of the Alpine gang. Over 
a girl he gets in an argument 
with an Alpine gang youth and 
cuts him with a knife. Later the 
Alpine gang catch him, cut him 
up and then each gang member 
kicks him before abandoning 
him. We get word of the fight 
and question the Alpines, but 
no one will talk.” 

Gang ’/boundaries are known 
by every gang member; to en- 
croach on another gang's neigh- 
borhood is a deliberate insult. 
Moreover, when a gang mem- 
ber moves to another neighbor- 
hood, gang law demands that 
he remain loyal to his old neigh- 
borhood gang or “get his 
lumps”—his punishment. 

Sgt. Donald K. Jordon of the 
county Delinquency Control 
Unit the is also a Scoutmaster) 
told of an incident in which a 
White Fence gang member 
moved into a Lil Valley area 
and became active in the latter 
gang. The White Fence for 
years was the most feared gang 
in the East Los Angeles area.

Murder assault charges were 
filed against eight gang mem- 
bers, and at the hearing in the 
Juvenile Department of Su- 
perior Court the mothers of all 
eight boys were there but not 
one father. 

“This shook me up,” said 
Set. Jordon. “Not a_ single 
father thought the trouble was 
serious enough for him to be 
beside his son.” 

Of the eight, all but one were 
committed by the court to the 
California Youth Authority, a 
state-operated agency created 
in 1941 when delinquency was 
rising swiftly due to the influx 
of war workers. 


Under the Youth Authority, 
youngsters are given intensive 
tests and studies at a diagnostic 
center to determine their in- 
dividual needs. Then they may 
be returned to their commun- 
ities on parole, placed in a 
training school or in one of 
four forestry camps modeled 
after the old Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps. 

The forestry camps are lim- 
ited to 60 boys each, and are 
located in state forests. There 
the boys carry on important 
conservation work for the state 
forestry department, build fire- 
breaks, construct roads, main- 
tain telephone lines for look- 
out stations, and do other 
rugged, health-building labor. 
They are paid about a dollar a 
day, from which half is de- 
ducted for their board and 
keep.

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HE authority also maintains 
T a state-wide parole service. 

All youngsters released from 
the camps or from diagnostic 
centers or training schools are 
helped to adjust to normal 
community life. The Authority 
also consults on local levels 
with the police, with juvenile 
courts and detention homes. 

Some years after the Cali- 
fornia Youth Authority was es- 
tablished, Sheriff Eugene W. 
Biscailuz established Biscailuz 
Center for the detention of 
boys under 18 after their ar- 
rest for juvenile crimes and 
prior to final disposition of 
their cases. The purpose was to 
take the youths out of the 
county jail, where they had 
been forced to consort with 
hardened adult criminals. 

Sheriff Biscailuz also led the 
way here in establishing honor 
prison farms for adult crimi- 
nals, a system that has been 
widely commended for its pro- 
gressive penal program, and 
thus it was natural that he lead 
the» way in juvenile control 
when the sif@ation appeared to 
be getting out of hand several 
years ago.

two of Los Angeles County’s 
most active areas of juvenile 
delinquency. 

In one area a “positive” ap- 
proach to the problem was 
used, Biscailuz explained. Un- 
der the guidance of sheriff's 
deputies, community organiza- 
tions were encouraged to begin 
programs of juvenile rehabilita- 
tion. “Hot rod” clubs were 
formed under which the young- 
sters were persuaded to stop 
their dangerous “drag” racing 
on public streets in favor of 


scheduled races on roped-off 
areas. Model airplane clubs 
were organized. Basketball 


and baseball teams were started 
in the toughest gang neighbor- 
hoods, and tough gang leaders 
were soon shouting for a quick 
throw to put a runner out, in- 
stead of demanding that a de- 
serting gang member come out 
to get mauled. 


Other supervised recreational 
activities were encouraged, and 
provision was even made, in co- 
operation with civic organiza- 
tions, for the award of music 
and art scholarships to déserv- 
ing youths. Members of the 
sheriff's office began making 
regular talks to civic groups 
and youth organizations, and 
advised youngsters on the exact 
procedure for starting new 
clubs. 

In the second experimental 
area, only the security of the 
neighborhood was considered. 
Here, Biscailuz said, officers 
screened all juvenile groups for 
possible anti-social leanings. 
Members of gangs were iden- 
tified and catalogued in a file. 
Swift and sure punishment was 
meted out to juvenile offend- 
ers. No rehabilitation program 
was started. 
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FTER six months, Sheriff 

Biscailuz studied the results, 

Out of these came a compos- 
ite plan. He established the Field 
Services Unit of the County 
Crime Prevention Bureau which 
deals with juvenile delinquency 
on four fronts: 

1. Delinquency Control: Four 
officers are assigned to this 
section, which studies and files 
careful reports on community 
tensions. The officers regularly 
visit and interview local law 
enforcement agencies, social 
agencies and various t- 
ing councils to ascertain racial 
or other tensions. A progress 
report is submitted weekly to 
the captain in charge. Officers 
assigned to the Field Services 


‘Unit must qualify with special 


training in the field of human 
relations. 


2. Delinquency Prevention: It 
is in this unit embracing the 
healthful pursuits of youth that 
the officers encourage the 
formation of clubs and com- 
munity activities. Actual spon- 
sorship is avoided, but assist- 
ance is given in advisory ca-

3. Case Disposition: A mas- 
ter file of all available informa- 
tion necessary for effective dis- 
position of juvenile cases at a 
police level is maintained, 
based on separate files at each 
of the sheriff's stations. The 
officers assigned to this section 
have the responsibility of re- 
viewing the cases to determine 
whether the greatest possible 
use of community services is 
being made. To this end the 
officers work with churches, so- 
cial service agencies, schools, 
parents and guardians, as well 
as with Juvenile Court. 


4. Night Juvenile Patrol 
Cars: These cars cruise loca- 
tions where juveniles gather, 
such as pool halls, malt shops, 
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playgrounds, club houses, and 
are directed by police radio to 
the scene of violence or any 
other trouble involving delin- 
quents. The patrol officers en- / 
force the curfew hour, question 
all juveniles found out after 
curfew, and constantly gather 
information on gangs and their 
activities for master files kept 
at the sheriff stations. 


The master file of the Night 
Patrol ineludes the names of 
girl friends of gang members 
and the nicknames of members, 
as well as a description of tat- 
toos or other readily-identifi- 
able data. 


In charge of the field service 
unit is tall, soft-spoken Lt. L. 
D. Fountaine, who understands 
the deep sociological and psy- 
chological strains and stresses 
that breed delinquency. As a 
compassionate human being 
and as a father, Lt, Fountaine 
symbolizes the new approach 
to the juvenile problem so 
common to many American cit- 
ies. There is firmness in his 
handling of the real toughs 
and the apparent incorrigibles. 
But the new approach empha- 
sizes preventive rather than 
punitive measures, and an 
awareness of the fact that no 
child is born delinquent and 
that most of them, given un- 
derstanding and a helping 
hand, can grow into responsible 
citizens. 


“Kids have a tremendous 
need to feel that they belong 
to something,” he says. “Our 
job is to make them realize 
they can belong to society, that 
they will be accepted by the 
community, and that they don't 
have to belong to gangs.”
